CUTS 

Jobs face the axe 
at advice service 

DOZENS of jobs are hanging in the bal¬ 
ance at Dudley’s Citizens Advice Bureau 
as the service faces losing hundreds of 
thousands of pounds in council funding. 

Bosses at the CAB, which employs 50, 
confirmed there will be redundancies after 
being told the amount it receives from Dud¬ 
ley Council would be cut. 

Council chiefs say they are reviewing 
how much money could continue to be 
provided to the service. The CAB receives 
£750,000 a year from the council but the 
authority has said it can no longer afford 
that because of Government cuts.

A COUPLE from Kingswinford 
were fined £240 after taking 
their son on holiday during 
term time - even though the 
trip had to be rearranged due 
to a terror attack. 

Debbie Proudler and husband Lee 
had booked to take sons Lewis, 13, 
and Ellis, 10, to Egypt’s Sharm El 
Sheikh resort, but the family holiday 
was cancelled in the wake of an ISIS 
bomb attack on a Russian holiday jet. 

Holbeach Travel, who booked the holiday, 
subsequently rearranged it for another Egyptian 
destination. However, the Stourbridge-based 
firm was only able to fly the family out a day 
earlier than originally planned, to Hurghada 
rather than Sharm. 

Initially, Lewis and 
Ellis were set to miss 
four days of the last 
week of the Christmas 
term but under the new 
plans actually missed 
the whole school week. 
While both boys’ 
schools approved the 
original break, Blan- 
ford Mere Primary in 
Kingswinford - where 
Ellis goes - refused to 

authorise a fifth day. 

Mrs Proudler argued terrorism was an excep¬ 
tional circumstance for her son to miss an extra 
day, but the school held firm. 

Mrs Proudler said: “I cannot see how the 
school would not consider terrorism to be on 
the list of exceptional circumstances. 

“We would have lost thousands of pounds by 
cancelling the holiday but the school couldn’t 
see that the terrorism threat level was a reason 
for Ellis to be authorised for a day of absence. 

“I was told to send a letter to the governors, 
but it took so long to be seen to, that Lee and I 
then had our original £60 fines doubled to £240. 
It’s ridiculous. The letter also claimed that Ellis 
does not attend school regularly but he has a 93 
per cent attendance record.” 

Mr Proudler said the couple did pay the fine. 

“We have paid it. We obviously weren’t happy 
about it as it wasn’t our fault. We didn’t want to 
pull our kids out of school,” he said. 

Nikki Miller, head teacher at the school, said: 
“Good attendance in school is vital for an all¬ 
round education. These national rules are set 
by Government and apply to all schools up and 
down the country. 

“The rules make it impossible for us to agree 
for children to have time off during school term, 
unless there are exceptional circumstances, 
which does not include family holidays. The 
vast majority of parents at the school share 
our vision for making the education of children 
through regular attendance a top priority.”

A GRATEFUL family have taken to their 
bikes to thank medical staff for helping two 
relatives cope with cancer. 

Window cleaner Darren Hancox, broth- 
er-in-law Ryan Parkes and eight friends cy¬ 
cled 50 miles round the canals of the Black 
Country to raise over £1,000 for Russells Hall 
Hospital in Dudley and Birmingham’s Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital. 

Nicola Hancox-Parkes, 39-year-old sister of 
Darren and wife of Ryan, organised the fund¬ 
raiser and waved off cyclists from the Samson 
and Lion pub in Brierley Hill on Saturday. 


She explained: “We feared the worst when 
Darren was diagnosed with testicular cancer 
some years ago but he has made a complete 
recovery thanks to the doctors and nurses. 

“Our father Derek survived bowel and 
mouth cancer for 12 years. This was against 
the odds but also due to the skill of those 
treating him. 

Precious 

“Unfortunately he died aged 72 when the 
mouth cancer returned but those extra years 
had been very precious.” 


Nicola, from Brierley Hill, added: “You 
hear too much about people dying from can¬ 
cer and not enough about those who survive. 

“I thought it was about time we celebrated 
the survivors while raising money to say 
thank you to the hospitals involved and assist 
them in helping sufferers in future.” 

Ryan, a 48-year-old father of two, said: 
“The medical staff work wonders. The ride 
will be good for our fitness and hopefully good 
for their finances. There could not be a better 
cause. People did their bit for me when I was 
ill and so I am delighted to do my bit.”

Four years until 
Hippodrome opens 

CAMPAIGNERS who have rescued 
Dudley Hippodrome from the bull¬ 
dozers have said it will be four years 
before the landmark former theatre is 
open again. 

Black Country Hippodrome Ltd will 
be handed a five-year lease to allow the 
group to refurbish the derelict former 
theatre on Castle Hill. 

They are hoping to begin restoration 
work as soon as possible. Asbestos 
needs to be removed and major repair 
work is needed to bring it up to scratch.

New home for museum's collections

DUDLEY Museum’s collections will be 
saved under plans to move them to a 
new home close to the Black Country 
Living Museum. 

Earlier this year Dudley Council re¬ 
vealed the town centre municipal mu¬ 
seum was to be closed down as a result 
of drastic financial cuts - prompting a 
petition which more than 4,000 signed 
calling for the museum to be retained. 

But last week bosses unveiled a 
scheme to move the exhibitions from the 
Dudley Museum and Art Gallery build¬ 
ing in St James’s Road to the borough’s 
Archives centre in Tipton Road. 


The move would mean the museum’s 
treasures, including geological and fine 
art collections, would be housed in a 
building near the town’s major tourist 
attractions, Dudley Zoo and Castle, and 
the Black Country Living Museum. 

The landmark town centre building 
would close this year with the new mu¬ 
seum base opening next summer. 

Tourism boss Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed said: “It makes absolute sense 
to move the exhibitions to the Archives 
to benefit from the existing tourism at 
Castle Hill. 

“These are really exciting propos¬ 


als and will overcome all the issues we 
have had with parking and transport 
links at the current site, while creating 
something that will be as popular with 
school visits and people wanting to ex¬ 
plore the steeped history of Dudley and 
everything that made this borough fa¬ 
mous.” 

UKIP group leader Paul Brothwood 
said: “The community should have been 
involved from the start. Moving the mu¬ 
seum to the Archives is a good move, but 
the big question is how we get visitors 
from the Black Country Living Museum, 
zoo and Archives to the town centre.” 


Pupils let home early 
to watch England game 


A SCHOOL in the Black Country 
is letting its pupils go home early 
to watch England take on Wales 
in Euro 2016 - despite the na¬ 
tional furore surrounding term- 
time absences. 

Summerhill School in Kingswinford 
will run a ‘consolidated’ school day 
today (Thursday) as the neighbouring 
nations battle it out in France. 

It appears the Lodge Lane school will be 
the only one in the Dudley borough plan¬ 
ning the change because of the big match 

Ben Warren, headteacher at Summerhill 
School, said: “At Summerhill we think it’s 
important to listen to our students and 
offer them a fully-rounded educational ex¬ 
perience which strikes a healthy balance 
between work and play. 

Popularity 

“In light of the anticipated popularity of 
the England game we have decided to run 
a consolidated day, as we have done in the 
past on occasions such as the last day of 
term, to allow our children to receive a full 
quota of lessons and still have time to make 
it home to watch the match with their fam¬ 
ily and friends. 

“By omitting lunch and shortening each 
of the six lessons in the day by 10 min¬ 
utes, we are able to finish the school day at 
1.10pm rather than 3.15pm. 

“We informed all parents of this change 
three weeks ago and they’ve been very 
supportive. The school will remain open 
in the afternoon for any pupils who wish 
to remain for supervised study, but we an¬ 
ticipate that all 1,000 of our pupils will be 
working with extra diligence in the morn¬ 
ing so that they can enjoy a patriotic after¬ 
noon watching the game.” 

Their decision comes after a school in 
Southampton reversed plans to allow pu¬ 
pils to go home to watch the match follow¬ 
ing criticism and claims of hypocrisy by 
term-time holiday campaigners. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, of Kingswin¬ 
ford South Ward, said: “It should be down 
to the head teachers in what they feel best 
to do.The Euros only come every four 
years and with it being against Wales it is a 
unique event and we expect to do well. But 
ultimately each individual school should 
make the best decision for them.” 


Kitchen destroyed in chip pan fire

A MAN and a woman have been 
treated for smoke inhalation after 
a ‘severe’ kitchen fire in Dudley 
caused by a chip pan. 

The early morning fire com¬ 
pletely destroyed the property’s 
kitchen. But the rest of the house 
was largely untouched thanks to 
the kitchen door being closed. 

Crews from Brierly Hill and Dud¬ 
ley fire stations attended the home 
in Brook Dale in Lower Gornal at 
around 3.48am on Saturday. 

Firefighters used two breathing 


apparatus and a special fan to help 
remove the smoke from the prop¬ 
erty. 

As well as the two people who 
were treated for smoke inhalation, 
firefighters had to rescue three 
cats from the property. Firefight¬ 
ers from both stations were on the 
scene for two hours. 

Afterwards, they took to social 
media to share the pictures from 
the fire as well as to remind the 
people the ‘importance of closing 
interior doors’. 


Twenty firefighters tackled a 
severe fire behind a row of shops 
in Oldbury last week. A storage 
unit in Rood End Road went up in 
flames at around 1.20pm last Tues¬ 
day, forcing the road to be closed 
off. 

The fire broke out in the unit, 
at the back of a meat centre at the 
junction with Tat Bank Road, send¬ 
ing smoke billowing into the air. A 
propane cylinder that was in the 
steel and timber outbuilding ex¬ 
ploded, adding to the flames. 


On-the-spot 
fines tackle 
fly-tipping 
in borough 

PEOPLE who hy-tip in Dudley will be 
forced to pay on-the-spot fines. 

The council’s crackdown on fly-tip¬ 
ping has escalated after bosses agreed to 
bring in new fixed penalty notices. 

On-the-spot fines of up to £200 could 
now be dished out to ‘small scale’ fly-tip¬ 
pers after the decision by council bosses. 

Cabinet member for environmental 
services Hilary Bills said she hoped the 
new fines would act as a deterrent to 
those who blight the borough with piles 
of rubbish. 

Councillor Bills said: “This means 
that instead of having to take people to 
court we can now issue the fines straight 
away. It’s helpful that we can get it done 
straight away. 

“Whatever gets thrown on the pave¬ 
ment - whether it’s dog doo or a fridge - 
it causes a cost to the council and that’s 
a cost the council cannot really afford in 
these difficult financial times. It’s not 
the council’s fault people hy-tip - it’s 
just poor behaviour.” 

A council report states: “This new 
legal power will... tackle the problem 
of small scale fly-tipping without the 
drawn out process of taking an individ¬ 
ual to court. This will be a more rapid 
and cost-effective way of dealing with 
this type of offence, it will also work as 
a deterrent.” 

The fines follow the authority launch¬ 
ing an innovative stencilling scheme 
to spray warning messages about the 
consequences. The warning on the pave¬ 
ment is not permanent, washing off over 
time. 

Spate of early 
hours accidents 

A DRIVER fled after an accident in 
Sedgley on Sunday morning. A blue Re¬ 
nault van smashed into a parked car on 
The Northway leaving it a write-off. 

The fire service said the motorist had 
fled before crews arrived on the scene. 
One crew from Dudley fire station and 
one crew from Bilston fire station at¬ 
tended the scene at around 6.30am. 

A 22-year-old man died in Wolver¬ 
hampton after a crash in the early hours 
of Sunday. Police were called after a Seat 
Leon overturned in Barnhurst Lane, 
Pendeford. The man was rushed to New 
Cross Hospital where he later died of his 
injuries. Also in the early hours of Sun¬ 
day, a white van and a Peugeot taxi were 
involved in a crash on Dovedale Road in 
Ettingshall Park, leaving seven injured 
but none seriously.

MP delays 
launch of 
combined 
authority 

THE launch of the West Midlands 
Combined Authority did not go ahead 
as planned on Friday due to a chal¬ 
lenge in Parliament by a Black Coun¬ 
try MR 

The group, which is made up of 
Dudley, Walsall, Sandwell, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Birmingham, Solihull, and 
Coventry councils, will eventually 
take control of transport, economic 
development, housing, skills and 
mental health services across the re¬ 
gion with £8 billion of funding over 
30 years. 

Cannock Chase Council is signed up 
as a member but without full voting 
rights. Other non-constituent mem¬ 
bers include Telford and Wrekin, 
Redditch, Tamworth, Nuneaton & 
Bedworth. 

The body’s annual general meet¬ 
ing and official launch was scheduled 
today but the formation has been 
delayed by at least a week after it 
was challenged by Warley MP John 
Spellar in the Commons. 

The WMCA is led by chief executive 
Martin Reeves and will see the re¬ 
gion’s first elected mayor take control 
of the purse strings in May 2017. 

A debate in Parliament over the 
authority’s creation will be heard 
this week. A meeting of the shadow 
authority was going ahead instead of 
the planned inaugural meeting in Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The WMCA had originally been due 
to be established on June 1 but met 
paperwork delays.

Officers said a conman had knocked 
on doors asking to borrow money for 
a taxi to visit his wife in hospital. He 
promised to repay the money but then 
did not return. 

Officers said the man’s claims were 
bogus. They also appealed to anyone 
who has elderly relatives or neigh¬ 
bours to pass the message on and 
make sure they are aware of the scam.

Garage bosses unite against thieves

GARAGES across Dudley borough 
have lost thousands of pounds of 
stock during a spate of break-ins and 
are now planning to work together to 
improve security at their businesses. 

More than 25 garages have been 
targeted in the past four months with 
an estimated £200,000 of equipment 
being stolen. No arrests have yet been 
made. 

Some car garage owners have been 
forced to increase security in the wake 
of the thefts. 

Business owner Dave Newton, a 
franchisee of Snap-on tools based 


in Brierley Hill, estimated around 
£10,000 worth of gear has been stolen 
from each business. 

He said: “At least 26 businesses 
who I trade with have been affected 
in the area. 

“The thieves are waiting for ga¬ 
rages to replenish equipment through 
insurance and then going back to tar¬ 
get them again. Now all the garages 
are considering joining up to protect 
their businesses.” 

Mr Newton’s business was burgled 
in March where thieves made off with 
around £4,000 worth of equipment. 


Betts Motor Service in Netherton 
was targeted twice in a fortnight with 
thieves stealing gear worth £5,000 on 
May 17 and then returning to steal an 
estimated £10,000 worth in the sec¬ 
ond raid. Owner Robert Betts said: “I 
have had to increase security.” 

West Midlands Police spokesman 
Lee Page said: “We are aware of sev¬ 
eral similar break-ins at commercial 
properties over the last few months 
and investigations are into these are 
on-going. No arrests have been made 
yet. In some cases CCTV has been re¬ 
covered and is being reviewed.” 


Safety upgraded on busy 
road outside high school 


A HEADTEACHER has welcomed a 
reduction in the speed limit outside 
one of Dudley’s biggest schools - 
but has called for more to be done 
to tackle problem parking. 

Speed bumps and a 20mph limit will 
be introduced on St James’ Road outside 
Castle High School and Visual Arts Col¬ 
lege - which has 1,100 pupils - as part of 
the £15,000 scheme. 

The speed bumps will be installed at five lo¬ 
cations along a stretch of the road, which is also 
the location for two private day nurseries. 

Castle High headteacher Michelle King said 
the speed limit was important for the safety 
of children but said parking was also a major 
problem that needed to be addressed. 

Under the proposals, due to be approved by 
Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member for en¬ 
vironmental services, bumps will be installed 
between the junctions with The Parade and 
Trinity Road. 

Measures 

The 20mph zone, lOmph slower than the 
previous limit, will be in place along the same 
stretch. Road markings will also be introduced 
to make drivers aware of the measures. 

Mrs King said: “We welcome anything that 
calms traffic and helps to keep children safe. 

“St John’s Road is always busy whatever 
time of day and cars do come down fast, so any¬ 
thing that helps with crossing is great 

“When school ends it gets gridlocked because 
there just isn’t room for two rows of traffic with 
the parked cars and that’s a problem when 
hundreds of pupils are coming out.” 

Mrs King said she had suggested various im¬ 
provements for the road. 

She said: “I have asked the council to con¬ 
sider a one-way system or an allocated parking 
system. The road can’t take the volume of traf¬ 
fic with the cars parked.” 

Three residents objected to the proposals 
with the two saying they were concerned about 
potential discomfort, vehicle damage and noise 
due to the speed bumps. 

The council said it was following Govern¬ 
ment guidelines for the height of the bumps 
and the spacing of them along the road. 

Other comments received were that the 
proposed new road markings and highlighted 
coloured road surface were visually intrusive. 
But the council said it was important to warn 
motorists in advance of the bumps.

Furnace is 
lit again 
at historic 
glass site 

A FURNACE erupted into 
life at the weekend on the 
site of a Black Country glass 
factory for the first time in 
15 years. 

Allister Malcolm, resi¬ 
dent glass blower at the new 
White House Glass Cone 
Museum of Glass in Words- 
ley, on the site of the Stuart 
Crystal works, even wore a 
white shirt and black bow 
tie for the special occasion 
during a sneak preview be¬ 
fore the official opening. 

The 41-year-old produced 
the first piece of glass to be 
made at the new museum 
- a gold platter with a hint 
of aquamarine and a series 
of stripes of coloured glass 
with gold inclusions. 

“Historically this will be 
very important piece and so 
I dressed accordingly. This 
is a very special place,” he 
said 

The museum has been 
built with £2.1 million 
funding from the European 
Development Fund and a 
£900,000 grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

The centre, supported 
by the British Glass Foun¬ 
dation, replaces Broadfield 
House glass museum and 
celeberates the area’s glass 
industry heritage.

A CONDITIONS of a churchyard 
in Brierley Hill has been labelled 
‘disgusting and disrespectful’ with 
graves covered in overgrown grass. 

Lindsey Sharp, who regularly vis¬ 
its her mother’s grave at St John’s 
Church, in Brockmoor, said she had 
to walk through waist-high grass to 
get to the plot and has even cut her 
leg as she couldn’t see a headstone 
beneath the overgrowth. 

Reverend David Hoskin said that 
they were group to clear the church¬ 
yard as soon as possible. 

Ms Sharp explained: “My fam¬ 


ily and I go to the churchyard every 
week and have done so for the last 
12 months to tidy around my moth¬ 
er’s headstone plot, lay fresh flowers 
and have a few moments of peace and 
quiet thinking of her. 

“The last four weeks we have said 
how long the grass was getting, but 
each week we thought it will be cut 
soon, they can’t let it go much longer. 

“I have contacted the vicar Rev¬ 
erend David Hoskin, who has said 
that the equipment was stolen last 
autumn and that they are waiting for 
the Community Pay Back group to 


be able to return the churchyard to a 
reasonable condition. 

“We have to walk through this 
waist-high grass to get to the plot, 
and I cut my leg in two places, as I 
couldn’t even see a gravestone be¬ 
neath the overgrown grass.” 

Rev Hoskin, part of the Brierley 
Hill church team, said he had apol¬ 
ogised to the family. He added: “We 
are in the process of getting a Com¬ 
munity Payback team to deal with it. 
Although there is not an exact date 
yet, we are hoping this will be as soon 
as possible.” 


Calls for Bridgewater 
case to be reopened 


DUDLEY North MP Ian Austin has 
called on Home Secretary Theresa 
May to reopen the investigation into 
the murder of Wordsley paperboy Carl 
Bridgewater, who died 38 years ago. 

The Labour MP’s intervention follows the broad¬ 
cast of a Channel 4 documentary on Sunday which 
revealed new evidence about the murder of the 
13-year-old at Yew Tree Farm, near Stourbridge, 
in 1978. 

Speaking in the House of Commons, Mr Austin 
called on Home Secretary Theresa May to ask the 
Crown Prosecution Service and the police to review 
the case in light of new evidence revealed by the 
documentary, which was screened on Sunday. 

Policing Minister Mike Penning replied that the 
Government would be looking at the new evidence 
and agreed to meet with Mr Austin to discuss the 
issue. 

Revelations over the Bridgewater murder in¬ 
quiry appear to destroy the ‘cast-iron’ alibi of a 
former chief suspect. Bert Spencer, an ambulance 
driver, who later served time for a murder that 
bore striking similarities, has always denied killing 
Carl Bridgewater. 

The horrific shooting at point-blank range at the 
farmhouse at Prestwood shook the country. 

Now a former hospital secretary, who provided 
Spencer with what was called a ‘cast-iron’ alibi, has 
admitted she cannot prove where he was for the 
entire day when Carl was killed. 

Wife 

Janet Spencer, his first wife, has also spoken 
on the record for the first time in almost 40 years 
saying she believes the police should reopen the 
inquiry. 

The allegations were contained in the Channel 
4 programme in which leading criminologist Pro¬ 
fessor David Wilson conducted a series of revealing 
interviews with Spencer, now aged 76. 

Spencer agreed for his conversations to be 
filmed for the 90-minute documentary but instead 
of strengthening his case, the programme painted 
him as a manipulative liar. 

Channel 4 also approached Spencer’s daughter, 
who was friends with Carl as a child. She said that 
although she believed her father was innocent she 
thought he was holding back information. 

Spencer, who was filmed in his Lincolnshire 
home, has rejected all the new allegations made in 
the programme. 

Mr Austin said: “Nobody who grew up in Dudley 
will forget the shocking murder of 13-year-old pa¬ 
perboy Carl Bridgewater.”

Not voting 
is really not 
about some 
being lazy 

FORMER Walsall Council leader Mike 
Bird hit out at the low turnout at last 
month’s local elections, accusing the 
70-odd per cent who did not turn out of 
being idle. 

“There is no excuse not to vote, it is 
just laziness,” he said. “These people will 
then complain at the decisions made by 
the administrations but I am sorry that is 
not how it works if you can’t be bothered 
to get off your backside.” 

Two points. First of all, many of these 
people are not lazy, just busy. As a self- 
made businessman Councillor Bird 
should realise that not everybody works 
a 37-hour week. 

These days many people travel a long 
way to work, leaving the house before the 
polling station opens and returning after 
it shuts. Some might have other things 
going on in their lives, such as caring for 
sick or elderly relatives. Under these cir¬ 
cumstances, local politics is probably not 
high on the list of priorities. 

But more importantly, true democracy, 
it is not just about having the right to vote, 
but also the right to not to. Yes, some 
people will say you should register your 
abstention by driving down to the polling 
station and spoiling your paper, but frank¬ 
ly I grew out of that sort of gesture politics 
in my 20s. 

Maybe some people are lazy. And it 
is perhaps unfortunate that hard-work¬ 
ing local councillors such as Councillor 
Bird are tainted with the indifference that 
many feel towards the political leaders at 
Westminster. 

But if you do really want to get people 
to take an interest in your work, and en¬ 
courage them to participate in democra¬ 
cy, branding them as idle is probably not 
the best way to go about it.

Staff devastated about 
losing one of the attraction’s 
best-loved creatures, as 
DAVID COSGROVE reports 


SHE wowed visitors to Dudley Zoo 
for six years with her beauty and 
grace. 

But snow leopard Nanga was sadly un¬ 
able to survive after giving birth to her 
third cub, Milo, on Monday. 

Staff and visitors have been left saddened 
by the news, which takes away one of the at¬ 
traction’s best loved creatures. Her cub Milo 
will now be hand-reared and given round-the- 
clock care. 

Nanga, who turned seven last week, was a 
particular favourite with big cat keepers and 
visitors and had lots of adopters. 

She came to Dudley Zoo from the Czech 
Republic in 2010 as part of an international 
breeding programme, where she was paired 
with Margaash, who moved to the Black Coun¬ 
try from Banham Zoo in Norfolk. 

They had their first cub, a girl called Nidara, 
in July 2013, but she unfortunately passed 
away at 11 weeks old. 

Relationship 

Nidara was the first leopard to be born at 
the attraction since 2001. 

Their second cub, Makalu, is now two and 
is getting ready to move to Darjeeling Zoo in 
India - the native home for the species - at the 
end of June. The move is expected to go ahead 
as planned. 

Dudley Council’s deputy leader Judy Foster 
said she was saddened by Nanga’s loss and of¬ 
fered her condolences to the zoo and its staff. 

She said: “It is really sad to hear the news 
of her passing, especially after she lost a cub 
herself in the past. 

“All we can do now is hope that the cub that 
she gave birth to is healthy and survives and 
her line continues. 

“It’s so sad because Nanga was very popular 
with visitors. 


“We can only wish the zoo our commisera¬ 
tions, particularly to the staff who obviously 
have a very close relationship with the animals. 

“I also want to wish the cub well.” 

The snow leopard is native to the moun¬ 
tain ranges of Central Asia. They live between 
3,000 and 5,500 metres above sea level on rocky 
mountain slopes. 

Snow leopards show several adaptations for 
living in a cold mountainous environment. 
Their bodies are stocky, their fur is thick, their 
ears are small and rounded, all of which help to 
prevent excess heat loss. 

Their paws are wide and this helps distribute 
their weight when walking on snow. 

The feet also have fur on their soles to in¬ 


crease their grip on steep and unstable sur¬ 
faces, and this also helps to minimise heat loss. 

Snow leopards’ tails are long and flexible, 
helping them to maintain their balance in the 
rocky terrain they inhabit. 

Treatment 

Nanga had 20 adopters - they’re all being 
offered the chance to swap their adoption for 
Margaash, the adult male snow leopard, or an¬ 
other animal on the zoo. 

Nanga’s death follows the loss of another 
popular zoo star, female giraffe Mia, back in 
December. The 11-year-old died after sustain¬ 
ing a fractured leg. Zoo director Derek Grove 
said: “Mia had been receiving regular veteri¬ 


nary treatment for her legs, unfortunately the 
fracture was inoperable.” 

Mia moved to the zoo in 2011 from Norfolk 
and gave birth to her calf, Kito in February 
2014. Kito is fully weaned and independent 
from his mother and remains in the paddock 
with his dad, Kubwa and auntie, Josie. 

Back in May, we revealed how the zoo’s trio 
of snow leopards were being studied for a uni¬ 
versity investigation. 

Staffordshire University student Paige Grif¬ 
fiths, aged 20, was aiming to spend 100 hours 
observing how Margaash, Nanga and Makalu 
interact with different enrichment smells 
added to the enclosure such as cinnamon or 
sheep bedding scent.

Gem of a day as AN visited jeweller^ 


Dudley jeweller Robert Johnson shares a joke with Muhammad All when the superstar boxer visited their shop 


IT was a day to remember as Mu¬ 
hammad Ali visited a jewellers in 
Dudley unannounced - causing chaos 
throughout the town. 

David Johnson, from Rex Johnson 
and Sons, got the chance to meet the 
sporting legend in August 1983 along¬ 
side his late brother Robert who was 
jokingly told by Ali to ‘stick one on my 
chin’.

He explained: “Ali was actually 
down to open the youth centre named 
after him and we were holding a char¬ 
ity event and he decided to come. My 
late brother Robert had organised the 
event and somehow he had arranged 
for him to come along. He said to Rob¬ 
ert you can ‘stick one on my chin if you 
like’. 

“They spoke for a while and took 
pictures. He didn’t stay for long but 
crowds started to gather.” 

The former world champion came 
to the West Midlands to open the Mu¬ 
hammad Ali Centre in Icknield Street, 
Hockley. 

Mr Johnson continued: “Looking 


back now it is incredibly nostalgic 
to have lived through that period, as 
everyone was aware he was one of the 
greatest sportsmen on earth - not only 
because of his sport but character too - 
and he was actually at our shop. 

“The odd thing was he was off to 
a hotel afterwards where people had 
paid huge amounts of money to meet 
him. 


Despite the Dudley store closing, the 
jewellers still have a presence in the 
town via auction days in Aston Auc¬ 
tioneers in Tower Street. Mr Johnson 
works with his son, Ben, in the Bir¬ 
mingham branch of the auctioneers.

OAP left badly injured 
as yob lobs brick at taxi 



THIS is the sickening sight of 
a pensioner’s badly bruised 
and battered face after she 
was struck by a brick hurled 
through the window of a taxi. 

In dramatic video footage the 
woman, who was sitting in the back of 
the cab, is heard to cry out in pain and 
shock. Her elderly husband tries to 
stem the blood from her head wound 
with a handkerchief after the missile 
fractured her skull. 

West Midlands Police say the attack, 
in the Birmingham area, was one of 
seven similar incidents on the same 
night in May. 

The swift action of the cab driver, 
from Dudley, who drove the couple 
straight to hospital has been praised. 

The video footage has been posted 
on the Dudley Private Hire and Taxi 
Association’s Facebook page to publi¬ 
cise the dangers being faced by drivers 
and passengers due to yobs. 

Shatters 

In the attack, which happened on 
May 25, the couple are seen to duck 
as the brick shatters the taxi window 
before striking the woman passenger, 
in her 70s, who is not being named. 

The driver tries to calm the pair as 
he speaks to the emergency services 
on his phone and offers to take them 
straight to the Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital. 

Shaz Saleem, chairman of the Dud¬ 
ley Private Hire and Taxi Association, 
said: “This was a disgusting attack but 
I am not surprised by it. This is a na¬ 
tionwide issue. 

“If anything, it’s worse in Dudley. In 
parts of the area, such as the Wrens 
Nest and down by Parkes Hall, it hap¬ 
pens a lot. 

“In Stourbridge recently drivers 
have reported stones and eggs being 
thrown at their cabs. An egg might not 
seem harmful but you can’t get it off 


with windscreen wipers, it blurs your 
vision and is really dangerous.” 

He said the 600-member association 
was in talks with Dudley Council for 
permission to get CCTV put in all their 
cabs. 

“We have been telling people for 
years about the dangers we face as taxi 
drivers but this is the first time we’ve 
had footage to back up what we’ve 


been saying,” said the cabbies’ leader. 

The driver did not want to be named. 
The attack happened at around 10pm 
in Yardley. 

Detective Constable Chris Paintin 
from Force CID, said: “This incident is 
not an accident and clearly shows little 
regard for the safety of road users.”

Kitchen worker plotted to 
rob pub manager of takings 


FOUR men have been put 
behind bars after a pub man¬ 
ager was attacked in broad 
daylight as she took the day’s 
takings to a post office. 

Among the gang was 25-year- 
old Kieran Chana, who worked in 
the kitchen at the Pheasant Inn 
in Abbey Road, Oldbury, at the 
time of the attack. 

Police described Chana as ‘the mas¬ 
termind’ of the plot. 

Two men struck as Bethany Jones 
crossed nearby Pottery Road on her 
way to deposit the cash at around 


2.15pm on October 27. She was kicked 
and punched to the ground as they 
took a bag containing £2,930. Robert 
Brady-Ward and Colin Talbot deliv¬ 
ered blows to her face as well as kicks 
to her body as she lay on the ground. 
They then raced to a waiting Volkswa¬ 
gen Polo driven by Ayden Cash. 

Suspicions were raised when Chana, 
of Eva Road, Oldbury, was seen on 
his phone outside the pub during 
the attack. Officers arrested him 
the next day. They found keys in his 
possession for a car with the same 
registration number as that spotted at 
the scene. 

A search of the vehicle revealed sev¬ 


eral bags of purchases from JD Sports 
in Merry Hill. CCTV from that store 
showed the group using large quanti¬ 
ties of £20 notes to buy items. 

Chana, Brady-Ward, 25, Talbot, 24, 
and Cash, 20, were sentenced at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court. 

Talbot and Cash, both of Holland 
Avenue, Oldbury, and Brady-Ward, of 
no fixed address, pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to rob. Chana denied the same 
charge but was convicted in May after 
a trial. Last week he was sentenced to 
five-and-a-half years with Cash given 
three years, Talbot four years and 
Brady-Ward three years and eight 
months.

MP concerned 
on dental health 

A BLACK Country MP has written to 
the Health Secretary urging him to make 
sure dentists have the resources to im¬ 
prove public awareness on tooth decay.

Labour MP Mr Austin said: “We need 
to make sure that every penny of NHS 
spending goes where it’s needed most, 
so it’s important that preventable prob¬ 
lems like tooth decay are taken seriously.

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The huge Brexit banner on Dudley’s Cavendish House 

THOUSANDS of motorists passing Dudley were greeted 
by a huge Vote Leave banner which had been hung from 
the soon to be demolished Cavendish House office block. 

Campaigners took it upon themselves to get their mes¬ 
sage across by hanging the huge banner on the side of the 
building ahead of the EU referendum on June 23. 

Cavendish House is currently empty as it awaits dem¬ 
olition. 

The eyesore building overlooks Duncan Edwards Way, 
meaning the banner was seen by thousands of drivers pass¬ 
ing, who were encouraged to ‘take control’ and vote for 
Brexit. 

The banner became a big talking point across Dudley as 
it was posted by on various social media sites. 

The dilapidated seven-storey building, which campaign¬ 
ers say has blighted the town centre for years, will be torn 
down to make way for a major £50 million development. 

It was once home to offices for the Inland Revenue. The 
site off Trindle Road will be redeveloped creating homes, 
restaurants and shops in the new Portersfield development.

“During his years in the service he formed the West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service Band, which he was incredibly passion¬ 
ate about, and with them he raised hundreds of thousands 
of pounds for charity. 

“On one occasion, he got the band to play day and night 
at what was the old NEC, tirelessly collecting money for 
Muscular Dystrophy, and earning the band a place in the 
Guinness Book of Records. The band is still playing and 
raising money, which is great legacy to him.”

Den - first to foil, but forever a war 
hero who led from the front on D-Day 


HE led the greatest invasion of all 
time and will be forever remem¬ 
bered as its first casualty. 

Black Country officer Den Broth- 
eridge headed the charge across Pe¬ 
gasus Bridge in the early hours of 
June 6, 1944, at the start of the D-Day 
assault which was to lead to the liber¬ 
ation of north-west Europe from Nazi 
control. 

The bridge was captured within minutes 
but the 29-year-old soldier from Smethwick 
was shot in the neck, becoming the first Al¬ 
lied fatality of D-Day. 

Some 72 years on, on that fateful date, 
June 6, last week, he and the 150,000 other 
servicemen who took part in the invasion 
were being remembered. 

Lieutenant Brotheridge landed in one of 
three large Horsa gliders containing soldiers 
of the Oxford and Bucks Light Infantry, at 
precisely 16 minutes past midnight just feet 
away from the bridge over the Caen Canal, 
ahead of the large-scale invasion.

A weights and measures inspector by 
profession, he also played football for Aston 
Villa Colts and cricket for Mitchells & But¬ 
ler, Smethwick. Back home, his wife Maggie 
was eight months pregnant with their first 
child. 

He was chosen to command ‘D’ Compa¬ 
ny’s 25 Platoon, 6th Airborne Division, by 
Major John Howard. The original plan had 
been for Lt David Wood to lead the first 
platoon but shortly before D-Day, Howard 
changed the order of landing and Broth¬ 
eridge was selected for the job. 

His glider, also carrying the major, 
landed 50ft from Benouville Bridge, later 
renamed Pegasus in honour of the opera¬ 
tion. The aircraft skidded to an abrupt halt 
on landing, with the force rendering all of 
the passengers momentarily unconscious. 

The platoon quickly recovered and Lt 
Brotheridge led them across the bridge, rap¬ 


idly dealing with any enemy they encoun¬ 
tered. Reaching the other side, he dropped 
a grenade into a machine-gun post but sec¬ 
onds later he was shot and fell, mortally 
wounded. 

Just 15 minutes after the landing, the 
code signal ‘Ham and Jam’ was being 
broadcast back to Britain to say the bridge 
and the Gondree Cafe, on the opposite side 
of the canal, were captured - the first part 
of occupied France to be taken on D-Day. 

Major Howard later wrote of the news 
of his commander’s fate: “It really shook 
me because it was Den, and how much of a 
friend he was, and because my leading pla¬ 
toon was now without an officer. At the top 
of my mind was the fact that I knew Mar¬ 
garet, his wife, was expecting a baby almost 
any time.” 

Denis Edwards, No.25 Platoon’s sniper, 
wrote: “Every one of us was really dis¬ 
tressed that Lt Brotheridge should have 
been killed in that way at the very start of 
our mission. He was a man for whom we 
had the greatest respect. Like all our Air¬ 


borne officers, he had never asked us to do 
anything that he would not do himself.” 

On June 6, 1994, Major Howard returned 
to the scene to mark the 50th anniversary 
of D-Day. Then aged 81, he recalled his 
friend and former colleague. 

He then reached into his pocket and 
produced the whistle he used that night to 
blast out the V for victory signal. Lt Broth- 
eridge’s body now lies in the War Cemetery 
in Ranville churchyard, near Caen. He was 
mentioned in dispatches, published in the 
London Gazette on September 28, 1944. 
The citation read: “Lt Brotheridge showed 
the highest qualities of leadership and brav¬ 
ery and his outstanding example and dash 
was responsible for getting his men across 
and seizing the bridge intact - a vital factor 
in the success of the airborne plan.” 

His widow Maggie gave birth to their 
daughter, Margaret, 19 days after his death. 
She also attended the anniversary memo¬ 
rial service in Caen to remember her father 
and, the following year, unveiled a plaque 
in his honour at Smethwick Council House.

Ambulance service 
wins new contract 
for patient transfers 

MORE than one million non-emergency patient jour¬ 
neys will be provided by West Midlands Ambulance 
Service (WMAS) next year after it was handed a new 
contract. 

The service has been awarded the contract to provide 
patient transfers for the Wolverhampton and Dudley 
areas. This is the first time that WMAS has provided 
this service for many years. 

The multi-million pound contract means the Trust 
will complete about 160,000 patient journeys a year to 
New Cross and Russells Hall Hospitals as well as a num¬ 
ber of other venues. The contract is for three years with 
an option of a further two years after that. 

Steven Marshall, Director of Strategy and Transfor¬ 
mation from Wolverhampton Clinical Commissioning 
Group said: “All parties are committed to continuous 
improvements for our patients and we are looking for¬ 
ward to working in partnership to deliver a high-quality 
service.” 

WMAS Commercial Services Director, Mark Gough, 
said: “This is excellent news for West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service and re-affirms our commitment to try 
and grow our patient transfer services (PTS) as much 
as possible. 

“We now have over 60 per cent of the PTS market 
in the West Midlands which equates to over one m illi on 
journeys a year; it is also a figure that we are working 
hard to grow still further. 

“I am particularly pleased to win this contract as it 
has been held by other organisations for many years.” 


Dangerous 
dogs bill 
for kennels 
Is soaring 

WEST Midlands Police spent more^man 
£600,000 in just 12 months on kennel fees to 
house dangerous dogs seized off the streets. 

Despite the number of dogs being sent to kennels 
going down, new legislation brought in by the Gov¬ 
ernment meant the costs to the force have risen. 

Police chiefs have labelled the hike ‘outrageous’ and 
have urged a rethink. 


From May 1, 2015 to April 
30, 2016 the force seized 235 
dangerous dogs - compared 
to 311 in the same period 
in 2014/15. However, the 
cost of kennelling the dan¬ 
gerous animals spiralled 
from £462,000 in 2014/15 to 
£620,000 in 2015/16. 

The region’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson said: “It’s truly 
outrageous that we’ve 
spent nearly two-thirds of 
a million on the kennelling 
of dangerous dogs. We’ve 
had legislation imposed on 
us which has increased the 
pressures on our budget. 

Children 

“I welcomed this change 
as it helps to remove ani¬ 
mals that may pose a risk to 
children and vulnerable peo¬ 
ple from our streets. How¬ 
ever, the new legislation is 
putting further weight on 
stretched police budgets as 
more dogs need kennelling 
whilst investigations are 
carried out. 

“The Government need 
to consider these additional 
costs and the impact they 
have on local policing.” 

A report to a Strategic 
Policing and Crime Board 
stated: “The costs have con-

tinued to rise. This is due to 
the fact that many of these 
seizures are for ‘dangerous 
dogs’ and therefore the in¬ 
vestigations and time within 
the criminal justice system 
are increasing. This means 
dogs are remaining in ken¬ 
nels for longer periods hence 
the higher cost. 

“The Operations Dog 
Unit is working with local 
policing units to provide 
support and guidance so 
they are able to conduct in¬ 
vestigations in an effective 
and timely manner. 

“The Dog Unit is also 
working with the courts and 
Crown Prosecution Service 
to try and address the delays 
within the criminal justice 
system.” 

It is illegal to own, breed, 
import or sell pit bull ter¬ 
riers, Japanese tosas, dogo 
Argentinos (also known as 
Argentine mastiffs) and fila 
Brasileiro dogs without spe¬ 
cific exemption from a court. 
Dogs matching many of the 
characteristics of a pit bull 
terrier, are also banned. Be¬ 
fore 1997 these dogs faced a 
mandatory death sentence 
but now the court can decide 
to grant a reprieve.

Penalty points trick failed 


A DELIVERY driver’s bid to 
avoid getting penalty points 
backfired but he was spared 
prison when his custodial 
sentence was suspended. 

Matthew Perry was caught by a 
camera doing 41 mph in a 30 limit 
at the wheel of his firm’s truck in 
Nuneaton on October 25. The notice 
of prosecution reached the 47-year-old 
via his employer on December 15 but 
when it was returned to the author¬ 
ities on January 8 it named another 


man who allegedly lived in Smethwick 
as the driver, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

The address alerted officials because 
it had been used in several attempts 
at fraud, revealed Mr Howard Searle, 
prosecuting. Police launched an inves¬ 
tigation which led back to the defend¬ 
ant who admitted paying a man in a 
pub £130 to make the ticket ‘go away’. 

Perry from Fenton Street, Dud¬ 
ley, who was of previous good char¬ 
acter and represented himself, told 
the court: “I just want to apologise 
for my actions. I knew from day one 


that I had done the wrong thing.” He 
pleaded guilty to attempting to pervert 
the course of justice and was given a 
two-month prison sentence suspended 
for a year. 

Judge James Burbidge QC told him: 
“This kind of offence strikes at the 
heart of justice and normally ends in 
custody for the person responsible. 
But you have admitted the offence, 
tried to make amends and were of 
good character, so the term can be 
suspended.” 

Perry has to pay £300 costs and had 
six penalty points put on his licence.

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More than twice as many 
pupils caught with weapons 


In or out debate 
as MPs talk EU 

THREE Black Country MPs are due to take 
part in a European Union referendum de¬ 
bate in Dudley tomorrow night (Friday). 

The event will take place at High Areal 
School in Sedgley at 7pm. It will feature 
Wolverhampton South East MP Pat Mc- 
Fadden, Dudley South MP Mike Wood and 
has been organised by Ian Austin MP, who 
represents Dudley North. 

He said: “It’s a massive decision. Chatting 
to people in Dudley these past few weeks 
I’ve been struck by how frustrated people 
are with the lack of proper debate and clear 
answers. 

“People tell me they need to hear all the 
facts and weigh up the arguments before 
making up their minds. That’s why I’m or¬ 
ganising Dudley’s EU referendum debate, 
so local people can hear both sides of the 
argument in a serious, balanced debate.”

THE number of children found with 
weapons at school in the West Mid¬ 
lands has more than doubled in just 
two years. 

There were 64 children caught with a 
knife or other offensive weapons in 2015 
- up from 18 in 2013, according to figures 
released by police. Of those caught last 
year, one was only nine years old and two 
ten-year-olds were found with a weapon. 

A child took a hammer to school in 2015, while 
another was caught with a screwdriver in 2014. 

There were 15 kitchen knives recovered from 
pupils in 2015, one more than the year before. 

Another pupil in the region had a ball bear¬ 


ing gun at school last year and there were four 
knuckledusters found. 

In November 2015 alone, 13 children were 
caught with weapons at school, a Freedom of 
Information request from West Midlands Police 
showed. 

In March this year it was reported how an 
11-year-old boy was stabbed in the leg at Mose¬ 
ley Park School in Wolverhampton. Executive 
headteacher Georgetta Holloway said it was an 
“isolated incident”. The victim was injured with 
a blade taken from a pencil sharpener. 

Two months earlier police were told of a fight 
at St Edmund’s Catholic Academy in the city, 
during which a boy was said to have a small 
kitchen knife. 

Earlier this year West Midlands Police 


launched a campaign with posters urging par¬ 
ents of teenaged boys to be aware that their sons 
could be carrying knifes and running the risk of 
being sent to prison, being badly injured or even 
killed. It included the image of a mother at her 
son’s funeral. 

The force’s lead for knife crime Detective 
Chief Inspector Ian Parnell said: “During the 
last decade we have worked hard on campaigns 
and operations to reduce knife crime across the 
West Midlands. 

“There is never any excuse to carry a weapon, 
whether it’s at a school or any other public place. 

“As part of our educational campaigns we 
have ploughed resources into telling youngsters 
about the dangers of and consequences of car¬ 
rying a knife.” 


Rise in attacks on 
ambulance staff 

ATTACKS on West Midland Ambulance 
Service staff attending 999 calls are on 
the rise, new figures have revealed. 

Workers reported a total of 760 physi¬ 
cal and verbal assaults between April 2015 
and the end of March this year. 

Ambulance chiefs say they are ‘ex¬ 
tremely disappointed’ that crews are 
being attacked ‘at the hands of people 
they are trying to help’. 

The figures show an increase of 23 per 
cent on the previous year when 617 inci¬ 
dents were logged. 

During the 12 months, 49 people have 
been prosecuted for their actions while a 
further 40 have been sent warning letters 
over their behaviour. 

Out of those written to, three people 
replied offering verbal apologies saying it 
was not their normal behaviour and one 
person submitted a complaint. 



Honours for local heroes 


Shazada Saleem has been honoured by the Queen in her 90th birthday celebrations 


UNSUNG heroes from Dudley borough 
have been rewarded in the Queen’s Birth¬ 
day Honours. 

Among those honoured is a former 
stone-lifting champion from Kingswinford 
who helped raise the profile of the sport in 
his earlier years. 

After retiring, Shahzada Saleem has 
helped youngsters turn their lives around. 

After breaking records in his youth - in¬ 
cluding becoming the first man to lift 200kg 
on his shoulders - Mr Saleem started the 
Shazad Academy for disadvantaged young¬ 
sters after retiring due to lack of compet¬ 
itors. 

The 50-year-old volunteered his time, 
travelling across the UK and the world to 
keep the sport alive and to help youngsters 
turn their lives around. 

Mr Saleem said he was ‘over the moon’ to 


be honoured with a British Empire Medal. 
He said: “It’s the best thing I’ve ever 
achieved in my life. This is my dream come 
true - I’m over the moon. 

Emotional 

“My mum passed away eight years ago 
and she loved the Queen so that makes it 
really emotional. It was such a shock and 
all the rest of my family are really happy. 

“Everyone is so proud or me and they’ve 
been saying I deserve it for what I’ve done 
for helping take kids off the streets.” 

Hospice volunteer Jean Fletcher, aged 
82, of Stourbridge, has been recognised for 
her services to both nursing care and to the 
National Trust. For the past seven years 
the retired nurse has volunteered at Mary 
Stevens Hospice where she helps relatives 
come to terms with their loss. 


Website lie proves 
costly for gardener 

A GARDENER who lied about membership of an approved 
traders’ scheme has been ordered to pay more than £3,500. 

Danny Riley, trading as Bill and Ben The Garden Men, 
The Landscape Garden Company, The Landscape Men 
Limited and Outdoor Landscape Services Limited, claimed 
to be part of a landscaping and paving approved contrac¬ 
tors’ scheme when he wasn’t. Riley, of Redhill Avenue, 
Wombourne, carried out work for a Stourbridge resident 
who was dissatisfied and complained to trading standards, 
who discovered he was making the false claim on his web¬ 
site, plus a further false claim of membership of another 
approved scheme. 

The 28-year-old pleaded guilty to three offences under 
the Consumer Protection from Unfair Trading Regulations 
at Dudley Magistrates Court. He was handed a 12-month 
community order, 220 hours unpaid work, and told to repay 
the customer £2,500 and £1,048 costs to Dudley Council.

Happiness reigns at parties 


PLANS to bring a new outdoor 
street market to Stourbridge 
have stalled but bosses behind 
the scheme insist they remain 
committed to the project. 

It was hoped a weekly Thursday 
market could have launched this April 
but LSD Promotions, which put the 
proposals forward, appears to be no 
closer to getting the go-ahead. 

The arrival of the market would have 
seen High Street and Market Street closed 
to traffic each Thursday. The proposals 
have met with mixed views. 

Opposition from some traders and uncer¬ 
tainty over the leadership of Dudley Coun¬ 
cil following the local elections meant the 
proposals were put on the back burner. 

But Michael Morgan, from LSD, said he 
was hopeful now that the Labour group has 
been confirmed as in control the proposal 
will be back on the agenda. 

However, he was unable to say when the 
market could be up and running, saying it 
was a ‘waiting game’. 

Mr Morgan added: “After the local elec¬ 
tions, nobody was left in overall control so 
it was put back with everything else that 
was going on. Now we can get in rolling 
again.” 

Impact 

Stourbridge councillor Nicholas Barlow 
said concerns from the Stourbridge Cham¬ 
ber of Trade has also had an impact. 

Some traders claimed holding a market 
on a Thursday could have a damaging ef¬ 
fect on the high street but the idea has been 
largely welcomed by the public. 

Councillor Barlow explained: “I know it 
went to consultation with the chamber of 
trade and there were some concerns about 
the proposed siting within the High Street. 

“Unfortunately, it’s still up air. We want 
to make sure the balance is right and there 
is not an effect on established businesses.” 

However, Councillor Barlow remained 
confident the market would still go ahead. 

He said: “It is certainly something that is 
welcomed by people who come into Stour¬ 
bridge. They would like to see a market 
back on a regular basis. 

“Discussions are still going on behind the 
scenes. We have to make sure it is right for 
the whole of Stourbridge.” 

The possibility of holding the market on 
Saturdays instead was floated by some trad¬ 
ers and Stourbridge MP Margot James was 
in favour of a Saturday market. 


500,000 jobs and 
two million 
homes in plan 


AMBITIOUS plans for al¬ 
most two million new homes 
and half a million jobs have 
been laid out as part of the 
new West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority (WMCA). 

The authority will see 1.9 
million homes built over the 
next 15 years to help trans¬ 
form the West Midland, 
bosses say. 

It is hoped the authority 
will oversee 500,000 jobs 
created, increased life ex¬ 
pectancy for residents and 
an extra 20,000 businesses 
up and running. 

The WMCA, which was 
set up following the re¬ 
gion’s landmark devolution 
deal, was due to be formally 


launched on Friday, but 
met delays after its official 
formation was challenged in 
Parliament (see page 19). 

But at its inaugural meet¬ 
ing bosses revealed a range 
of ambitious targets, which 
included a £70 million com¬ 
mercial development fund to 
provide short-term loans to 
businesses. 

Authority chairman Bob 
Sleigh said: “Our plan is 
the blueprint for a region 
reborn. It ensures resources 
are focused in the right 
places at the right times to 
deliver fast, flexible and dy¬ 
namic change in the areas 
that matter most to the peo¬ 
ple and firms of the region.” 


Man jailed after 
taking crossbow 
to attack scene 


A 30-year-old man who 
grabbed a crossbow and 
went to the aid of a friend 
who was being beaten up by 
a gang has been put behind 
bars. 

The weapon went off ac¬ 
cidentally as John Jones 
and his pal struggled to load 
it, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

The defendant made the 
intervention after spotting 
the attack taking place in 
Bell Street South, Brierley 
Hill on March 3, said Mr 
Oliver Woolhouse, prose¬ 
cuting. 

Trouble flared when two 
groups clashed during the 
afternoon in the busy street. 


“It was an ugly incident 
but fortunately nobody was 
injured,” added Mr Wool- 
house 

Police were called and 
found the crossbow at the 
nearby home of Jones, who 
had a string of previous con¬ 
victions. 

Mr Timothy Talbot-Webb, 
defending, said: “He was not 
involved but saw a man he 
knew being beaten up. He 
maintained that some of the 
group carrying out the at¬ 
tack had knives.” 

The defendant from Bell 
Street South pleaded guilty 
to possession of an offensive 
weapon and was jailed for 18 
months.

Veterans' medals will be 
'forgotten war' reminder 


VETERANS from the ‘forgotten 
war’ in Korea have presented Wol¬ 
verhampton with three medals to 
help ensure that the conflict is re¬ 
membered by future generations. 

Almost 100,000 British troops 
fought in the Korean War between 
1950 and 1953 and more than 1,000 
were killed. But many of those who 
served feel the conflict lacks of pub¬ 
lic attention as it has been dwarfed 
by memories of the preceding Sec¬ 
ond World War and the subsequent 
conflict in Vietnam. 

The war broke out when Commu¬ 
nist North Koreans invaded South 
Korea with the backing of Mao’s 
China and Stalin’s Soviet Russia. 

Last week members of the Wolver¬ 
hampton branch of the British Ko¬ 
rean Veterans Association handed 
a Korean Medal, a United Nations 
Service Medal for Korea and an 


Ambassador for Peace Medal to the 
Mayor of Wolverhampton, Council¬ 
lor Barry Findlay. The medals will 
be displayed in the mayoral suite at 
the city’s Civic Centre. 

Branch chairman Len Flavell said: 
“The Korean War has always been 
known as the forgotten war. It was 
always felt that it was a foreign con¬ 
flict. “ 

“The war must be remembered 
and those medals will be here for¬ 
ever. Hopefully they will be seen by 
children and their families who will 
then want to know more about it.” 

Mr Flavell, of Coseley, served in 
the Army’s catering corps in Korea 
in 1954 and 1955. 

The 80-year-old travelled back to 
South Korea in 2013 and is frus¬ 
trated that Korea remains divided 
more than 60 years later.

Americans buy alloy 
wheel family firm 

ONE of the Black Country’s leading manufacturing 
firms, which employs 230, has been bought by American 
investors in a multi-million pound deal. 

The price tag on the takeover of West Bromwich-based 
Rimstock, which makes forged and cast alloy wheels, 
has not been revealed but the new owners are promising 
major investment and growth for the future. 

Rimstock chief executive and managing director Ste¬ 
phen Lane remains at the head of the company with a 
new executive chairman, British entrepreneur David 
Roberts. Rimstock’s founder Steve Neal has sold the 
business but will remain as a consultant, while his son 
Matt, the racing driver and former marketing director, 
will be retained as a brand ambassador. 

Matt said: “It’s a bit bittersweet for my father. He has 
put his heart and soul into the business. He is 75 in Octo¬ 
ber and Rimstock is the reason he gets up in the morning 
but the company needed substantial investment. It was 
an offer we couldn’t really refuse.” 

The company employs 230, mostly at its Ridgacre 
Road factory, and turns over nearly £17 million a year. 


Combined 
authority 
move could 
be a 'trap' 

THE creation of the West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority could lead to a return to the 
poll tax, a Black Country MP has warned. 

Warley MP John Spellar told a Westminster com¬ 
mittee he was concerned that plans for the com¬ 
bined authority were being ‘rushed through’ and 
that calculating a fair funding method was one of a 
number of issues that needed to be addressed as a 
matter of urgency. 

The Labour MP described 
the devolution deal as ‘a 
bribe’ used to force through 
Chancellor George Os¬ 
borne’s ‘political project’. 

Funding for the author¬ 
ity, which includes all of the 
Black Country including 
Dudley and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Birmingham, Coventry 
and parts of Shropshire and 
Warwickshire, is set to be 
based on the total resident 
population. 

Mr Spellar said: “It will 
not be based on the council 
tax value or on a proportion 
of income, but will just be a 
per capita charge - in other 
words, back to the poll tax.” 

The much-criticised poll 
tax was brought in by Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher’s Tory Gov¬ 
ernment in 1990 in place 
of the rates system. It was 
scrapped in 1993/94 and re¬ 
placed with council tax in 
the wake of huge public op¬ 
position, which led to riots 
on the streets and court 
appearances for those who 
refused to pay. 

Mr Spellar also warned of 
‘traps’ that could see health 
functions transferred from 
the NHS to the combined 
authority, without the cash 
to fund them. 

“We have had experi¬ 
ence of that before,” he 
said. “Councils have had a 
number of responsibilities 
transferred to them but 
unfortunately the money, 
or the sums that were pre¬ 
viously being spent, did not 
follow. The responsibilities 
were transferred but so 
were increasing liabilities, 
meaning other council ser¬ 
vices have had to be cut.” 

Mr Spellar said people 
affected by the combined 
authority were still ‘in the 
dark’ as to what its precise 
make-up would be. 

“The core authorities are 
the councils of the old West 
Midlands County Council,” 
he said. “However, discus¬ 
sions are taking place about 
whether Warwickshire will 
be involved, although it is 
unclear what stage they 
are at. Equally, discussions

are taking place as to the 
involvement of Telford and 
the rest of Shropshire. 

“That would be quite a 
different type of authority 
and people in the region, not 
just Parliamentarians, want 
to know what the shape of 
the authority will be.” 

The West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority is currently 
at the draft stage and is due 
to be debated in Parliament 
later this year with a metro 
mayor for the region due to 
be elected in May 2017. 

Mr Spellar added: “There 
are some serious questions 
that make this a very unsat¬ 
isfactory proposal, and it is 
being rushed through before 
these important issues have 
been resolved locally or be¬ 
tween Government and the 
relevant local authorities.” 

Coventry South Labour 
MP Jim Cunningham said 
he could not think of any 
local authority in the West 
Midlands that really wanted 
this deal. 

“But the authorities know 
if they do not go ahead with 
it, they could be subject to 
certain sanctions,” he said. 
“For example, a reduction 
in any grants they may get 
from central government. 
In the Chancellor’s budget 
statement, he said that 
grants to local authorities 
were going to be removed 
over a period. The under¬ 
lying strategy is to shift 
responsibility for funding 
local services from central 
Government.”

I’M often asked about items that have 
proved to be ‘star’ sellers in the saleroom 
and the one lot that readily springs to 
mind is usually the amazing scrimshaw 
walking cane that sold for a staggering 
£46,000. 

However, certain other lots do stand out - such 
as a collection 
of historic sil¬ 
ver spoons, in¬ 
cluding apostle 
spoons, which 
made an even 
more amazing 
£50,000 a few 
years ago. 

Collectable 
spoons continue to 
attract the bidders 
and so I thought 
this week I would 
take a look at 
those that will appeal the most. 

The spoons I mentioned were extremely rare and 
dealers from all over the world were bidding for them 
- so if you do find some lurking in the attic you could 
make a considerable amount of money! 

An apostle spoon, usually made of silver, silver plate 
and occasionally pewter, features an image on the han¬ 
dle of an apostle or other figure related to Christianity 
and often the handle image could also be used as a per¬ 
sonal seal. 

They can date from the early 1400s, represent the 
Last Supper and were hugely popular in both England 
and Germany. 

They were usually made in sets of 12, with an extra 
one of Jesus being known as the Master or Saviour 
spoon and sometimes the 13th spoon featured the Vir¬ 
gin Mary. 

The spoons had become ideal presents for god-chil¬ 
dren by the 1500s, although their popularity was on 
the wane by the late 17th century. 

Famous playwrights such as Francis Beaumont and 
Ben Jonson refer to apostle spoons within their works, 
and Shakespeare mentions them in Henry VIII. 

It’s very uncommon to find one apostle spoon, a se¬ 
ries of 12 would 
be very rare in¬ 
deed and if you 
come upon a set 
of 13, complete 
with the Master 
spoon, you will 
be very lucky 
indeed! 

In terms 
of ‘regular’ 
spoons, the 
vintage silver ones come in all styles and sizes - from 
mustard and salt spoons, tea and coffee spoons to pud¬ 
ding, soup and serving spoons, all of which are valued 
according to the their age and condition. 

A set of Georgian table spoons could easily sell for 
several hundred pounds, whilst a very rare Paul Storr 
solid silver ladle could make £1,500 or more. 

Paul Storr is definitely a name to look out for, a 
famous 19th century English silversmith he made 
everything from tableware for royalty to a special sil¬ 
ver cup for Lord Nelson - his work is displayed at both 
Windsor Castle and Buckingham Palace. 

You can buy his spoons today without looking too 
hard ... if you have the money. 

I recently saw a set of eight Paul Storr silver gilt tea 
spoons, dated 1835, for sale on the internet for a cool 
£3,200! 

Having said all that, it is of course possible to pick 
up some very nice vintage spoons at affordable prices 
. . . but if you find one at the back of a drawer that is 
hallmarked it might just be an idea to get it valued!

Keep it simple to give 
youngsters a good sleep

THE secret to getting a good 
night’s sleep when you’re par¬ 
ents of young children is simply: 
Bath, Book, Bed, TV nanny Jo 
Frost tells Lisa Salmon 

Exhausted parents of babies and 
young children say they’d pay thou¬ 
sands of pounds to end sleepless 
nights. 

But TV nanny Jo Frost insists they don’t 
need to pay a penny to get a decent night’s 
sleep - just stringently adhere to the rou¬ 
tine of bath, book, bed with their child. 

Frost is supporting the new BookTrust 
Bath Book Bed campaign to encourage the 
fundamental bedtime routine, which will 
help all the family sleep well, encourage a 
love of reading, and promote the bond be¬ 
tween parent and child. 

Frost, who found fame in TV’s Super¬ 
nanny, says: “Sleep deprivation is the most 
common complaint I hear from parents of 
young children. Tired parents and tired 
children is a recipe for disaster. 

“But the solution doesn’t need to be 
complicated regimes or expensive gizmos. 
A routine as simple as bath, book, bed can 
get young children to settle so everyone can 
benefit from a good night’s sleep.” 

A survey of a thousand parents with chil¬ 
dren aged three and under by the reading

charity BookTrust found 78 per cent believe 
lack of sleep is the hardest part of being a 
new parent, with many claiming they’d pay 
more than £10,000 to put an end to sleep¬ 
less nights. 

More than half of parents (60 per cent) 
say they want guidance on having a con¬ 
sistent and successful routine to get their 
child to sleep at night, which prompted 
BookTrust to team up with Frost to launch 
Bath Book Bed. 

Frost, who has been a nanny for more 
than 20 years, says: “Story time is an inte¬ 
gral part of a bedtime routine - it strength¬ 
ens children’s vocabulary and literacy skills, 
and enables them to foster a love of reading. 

“Kids need to feel safe and secure when 
they sleep, and when you spend quality time 
reading stories to them, you wind yourself 
down as well as your children through the 
love of storytelling. 

“It can be tactile too - you play with 
their hair and rub their back, they turn the 
pages.” 

She explains that the safe feeling pro¬ 
vided by the routine not only helps children 
get to sleep, but relaxes them enough to 
give them a sound night’s sleep and helps 
prevent night waking. 

“The routine helps them wind down, 


and there are fewer interruptions during 
the night because there’s less anxiety as 
parents have given them their loving time 
before they go to sleep, and the child feels 
settled,” explains Frost. 

Frost advises parents to read to babies as 
soon as they’re born, because the rhythm, 
tone and repetition helps establish a healthy 
routine and love for reading straight away. 

“Once they’ve had that from such a 
young age it becomes an enjoyable part of 
their life,” she says. 

“Parents think there’s some magic fairy 
dust that will help kids sleep, and there 
isn’t - what you need is bath, book and bed. 
Encouraging parents to do it is a big deal.” 

The research also found that 71 per cent 
of parents with children aged three and 
under feel they have a shorter temper when 
tired and it affects their family life. 

Frost says: “You’re more irritable be¬ 
cause you’re exhausted, and you’re almost 
feeling despair. The way to break that is 
through routine.” She stresses that bedtime 
shouldn’t be about TVs and tablets, point¬ 
ing out: “It’s not the same as having the re¬ 
assurance and safety, security and comfort 
of their loved ones around them to nurture 
and look after them. It’s my hope that fam¬ 
ilies understand the enormous impact they 
can make in their children’s lives with a few 
minutes of fun reading each night.”

THE former Mayor of Dudley has 
raised more than £40,000 for char¬ 
ity in just one year - to add to the 
hundreds of thousands he has 
helped raise over four decades. 

Councillor Steve Waltho has crammed 
in hundreds of civic engagements, fund¬ 
raising events and other activities during 
his Mayoral year which ended last month. 

It includes a record-breaking Mayor’s charity 
ball, a London Marathon, a climb up Ben Ne¬ 
vis and a range of other events to help gener¬ 
ate the cash for his five charities. People have 
also been donating online via the Mayor’s BT 
My Donate charity page which has raised over 
£1,000 this year. 

But the year is dwarfed by the hundreds of 
thousands of pounds Councillor Waltho has 
managed to raise for charity over more than 40 
years. 

From climbing Mount Kilimanjaro to setting 
up snooker and table tennis marathons he 
has done it all in the name of charity, raising 
more than £250,000 for worthy causes along 
the way. 

All of these treks and stunts have been 
carried out while juggling his role serving his 
community as a dedicated local councillor for 
more than 18 years with Dudley Council and 
holding down a full time shift job at chemical 
manufacturers Solvay in Oldbury who kindly 
allowed him a year’s release to undertake his 
Mayoral duties. 

Steve, now 60, first took the step into public 
service as a councillor following the loss of his 
father in 1990. Looking to channel his energies 
into putting something back into the commu¬ 


nity, he wanted to do more to ensure health 
and social care services were as good as they 
should be for the country’s ageing population. 

He was first elected as a local councillor 
back in 1996 where he served the Wordsley 
ward just outside Stourbridge for eight years. 
During this time, as well as becoming a well 
respected community councillor helping resi¬ 
dents in the area, he took on the role of chair¬ 
man of the social services committee as his 
passion for health and care came to the fore. 

From 2006 right through to the present day 
he has served the St Thomas’s ward, on the 
edge of Dudley town centre. During this time 
he has held the roles of cabinet member for 
adult and community services and cabinet 
member for housing and community safety. 
He also chairs the borough’s organ donation 
committee. 

Since turning 50 back in 2005, the father-of- 
two has committed to staging one personal 


dedicated charity event each year. These have 
included raising £5,000 for local charities by 
climbing Mount Kilimanjaro with his eldest son 
James, doing the Three Peaks in 24 hours, 
walking from coast to coast across Britain and 
to commemorate the Queen’s Jubilee in 2012, 
completing a 100 mile continuous walk. 

These large scale fundraising feats are a far 
cry from his first charity stunt. Aged just 17, 
young Steve organised a world record attempt 
for the longest ever table tennis marathon in a 
church hall in Smethwick. Though his attempt 
to break the four day world record set by a 
group of marines failed, the plucky 17-year- 
old and three friends clocked up 36 hours at 
the table and raised around £200 for their trou¬ 
bles (which was no small sum back in the late 
1970s). The experience gave him the taste for 
fundraising and he has never looked back. 

His other challenges include 14 marathons, 
including this year’s London Marathon which 


he ran with his younger son Joe, completed a 
borough mini-triathlon, jumped out of an aer¬ 
oplane and cycled from Land’s End to John 
O’Groats to name but a few. 

He even takes charity into his professional 
life. Throughout all his time serving the public 
and raising funds for charity he has worked 
at Solvay (formerly Albright & Wilson) for 42 
years. 

During this time he was instrumental in set¬ 
ting up a ‘payroll charity giving scheme’ of 
which he has been secretary for over 25 years 
raising over £100,000 for charity to date. He 
is also a trade union shop steward and has 
served in the works fire brigade. 

Throughout 2015/16, his exemplary public 
service has been recognised as he was made 
Mayor of Dudley. His right hand and Mayoress 
has been his wife Jayne who also somehow 
managed to win a national dance competi¬ 
tion in Blackpool. During his Mayoral year he 
helped five charities - The Hope Centre, The 
What? Centre, More Mascots Please, Leukae¬ 
mia Unit Appeal Fund, Russells Hall and The 
West Midlands Lupus Group. 

Councillor Steve Waltho, former Mayor of 
Dudley, said: “It has been an honour to meet 
some incredible people and organisations do¬ 
ing wonderful things across our borough in a 
year we’ll never forget. 

“There are so many amazing charities out 
there who really do change lives. Without the 
work they do many people would simply not 
be able to lead anything like a normal life. 

“I’ve been in a very privileged position as a 
councillor and as Mayor, which has given me 
a unique opportunity to raise a large amount 
of money to help these charities continue their 
work.”

Bidding to become Black 
Country Global Geopark 


2016 is a big year for the Black 
Country as it bids to become a 
UNESCO Global Geopark to show¬ 
case its geology, culture and herit¬ 
age internationally. 

A Global Geopark is an area of interna¬ 
tional significance that protects and pro¬ 
motes the geological and related indus¬ 
trial and cultural heritage for everyone to 
enjoy now and in the future. 

It links different heritage sites across an 
area to tell the story of the landscape and in 
the case of the Black Country, the significant 
part it played in the industrial revolution is 
at the heart of the bid and proposed Global 


Geopark. It was here in the Black Country that 
nature laid down layers of special rocks and 
fossils where ingenious people came to study 
this geology, to extract the mineral wealth from 
the ground and used it to make inventions 
and discoveries that would change our under¬ 
standing and modernise the whole world. 

The Black Country has a large number of 
unique heritage features and sites of interest 
including the Wren’s Nest national nature re¬ 
serve, canal networks, caverns and structures, 
museums and art galleries, an 11th century 
castle, industrial structures and parklands and 
wildlife sites. 

Together, it is hoped that these sites will 
form the Black Country Global Geopark and 


will entice people from all over the world to ex¬ 
plore the hidden gems. 

This will not only boost the local economy 
but will provide a host of new opportunities for 
learning and inspiration. 

Graham Worton, project lead for the Black 
Country Global Geopark project and keep¬ 
er of geology at Dudley Council, said: “This 
is a very exciting time for the Black Country. 
We have so many heritage sites and areas of 
huge significance, which we need to share 
with the world. 

“We are very enthusiastic about the future 
potential and hope we will become a Global 
Geopark, this will be fitting recognition of the 
importance of the heritage, change some per¬ 


ceptions and have a great impact on the ar¬ 
eas we live in and put us on a par with other 
Geoparks worldwide.” 

Earlier this year, the four Black Country au¬ 
thorities (Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall and Wol¬ 
verhampton councils) submitted the applica¬ 
tion to become part of the UNESCO network.

DOG walkers will surely paws for thought at the 
latest scheme to tackle dog fouling in Dudley 
borough’s parks and open spaces. 

Dudley Council has launched an innovative stencilling 
scheme to spray warning messages about the conse¬ 
quences of allowing dogs to foul in public areas. 

It leaves a spray-painted warning on the pavement in key are¬ 
as, which is not permanent and washes off over time. 

The scheme will target parks 
and open spaces in a bid to en¬ 
courage people to clean up after 
their pets. 

People face fines of up to 
£1,000 and prosecution through 
the courts. 

Council bosses hope the lat¬ 
est scheme will encourage peo¬ 
ple to clean up after their dogs. 

Wall Heath and Kingswinford 
parks have been piloted first 
with more sites due to be added 
to the programme to target any 
hot spots. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabi¬ 
net member for environmental 
services, said: “I’m sure the vast 
majority of people clean up after 
their pets. 

“People have a right to walk 
along the street and play in 
parks without fear of treading in 
disgusting mess left by dogs. 


The message is clear -

“We would rather people cleaned up after their dogs than us 
having to prosecute them. The stencils do not permanently mark 
the pavements so are environmentally friendly and hopefully will 
be a good reminder for people.”

Now Cyndi just 
wants to have fun 



QUIRKY New Yorker Cyndi Lauper, 
who lit up the 1980s pop scene with 
Girls Just Want To Have Fun, True 
Colors, Time After Time and She Bop, 
is in concert at Birmingham Sympho¬ 
ny Hall on Wednesday, June 22. 

After over 50 million sales to date, 
Cyndi’s musical journey took an un¬ 
expected turn on her 11th studio 
album ‘Detour’, with the Grammy, 
Emmy and Tony-winning 62-year- 
old singer-songwriter putting her 


signature spin on a dozen classic 
country songs. The album, released 
last month, was a labour of love and 
showcases that unmistakable voice 
on country classics from the 1940s 
to ‘60s with guest appearances from 
country stars including Alison Krauss 
and Willie Nelson. 

Cyndi recorded the album in Nash¬ 
ville with the city’s top session play¬ 
ers. She says recording a country

Decor in the Bar Procopio, Lisbon 


Lisbon has been brought up to date 
but still enjoys its historical glory 


WHEN I lived in Lisbon 14 years 
ago, I stayed, rent-free, in a di¬ 
lapidated 12-bedroom palacio 
owned by a bon vivant called 
Jorge who wafted through its 
crumbling corridors with an air of 
faded grandeur. 

He typified an aristocratic capital 
since forgotten by the rest of Europe, 
where colourful characters eked out 
a fantasy existence by surviving on 
cheap rents. 

For decades, Lisbon has been trapped in 
a wonderful time warp: specialist shops still 
sell products from behind wooden counters 
and weathered doorways reveal historic in¬ 
teriors untouched for years. 

But now change is happening at an accel¬ 
erating pace, and there’s a palpable energy

in a city that’s drifted aimlessly for so long. 

According to figures collected by Lisbon’s 
tourist board, the number of visitors to the 
city increased by 18 per cent from 2013- 
2015. To cope with the demand, there has 
been 150 per cent growth in hotel openings 
during the same period. 

Flight access is also improving; earlier 
this month Monarch launched flights from 
Manchester, Birmingham and London to 
the Portuguese capital. 

So what’s the reason behind this drastic 
change? It’s partly down to changes in gov¬ 
ernment. Four years ago, a century-old law 
freezing rent charges was scrapped, spark¬ 
ing investment in rundown properties and a 
plethora of new restaurants and bars. 

The results could have been disastrous. 

Fortunately, though, proud Lisboans pre¬ 


fer to preserve their past rather than raze 
buildings and start again. 

Once dominated by government offices 
and embassies, Rua Dom Pedro V and the 
Principe Real district is now filled with wine 
bars, fashion boutiques and design stores. 
Climb the wooden staircase of revamped 
1800s neo-Moorish mansion Embaixada 
(Praca do Principe Real, 26) to find ornate 
interiors just as beguiling as the pop-up 
shops now housed inside. 

Value 

The concept of upcycling was key to 
the design of new hotel AlmaLusa Baixa/ 
Chiado, which occupies a former arsenal on 
Praca do Municipio - another area of the 
city enjoying a new lease of life. Every as¬ 
pect of the city offers great value for money. 

In April, Post Office Travel Money rated 
Lisbon the cheapest city in Western Europe 


in their City Costs Barometer. It’s possible 
to dine for around £8 per head and even the 
45-minute metro journey from the airport 
into town costs less than a couple of Euros. 

This is one of the few European cities 
where independent businesses have the 
upper hand on generic big brands. From 
dusty, traditional stores to trendy new ones, 
local shops champion artisan Portuguese 
products such as paper-wrapped soaps, 
household linens and even canned fish. 

Of course, Lisbon still bathes in the glory 
of its historical sites, including the Unesco 
World Heritage sites of Belem, linked to 
the Age of Discoveries. Standing beneath 
the Monument to the Discoveries, where 
statues of 33 navigators reach out to the 
River Tagus, I imagine a time when Vasca 
do Gama set sail to extend the Portuguese 
Empire. Right now though, there’s so much 
on Lisbon’s own doorstep to explore.

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New leader in Tiger

Triumph has already got its teeth into a big 
slice the adventure/touring motorcycle mar¬ 
ket, and now there’s a new leader of the Ti¬ 
ger pack. 

While in the wild tigers are largely solitary, this 
one has a sibling: the XRT is the new flagship of the 
range which focusses largely on the touring role, 
while there’s also its stablemate the XCA which is for 
riders who do have more of a hankering for the wild. 

So, with the bigger engined Tiger Sport and the 1,215cc 
Explorer version, you can see why this species of Tiger is 
far from an endangered species on Britain’s roads. There’s 
something for everyone. 

The version tested here is the £10,700 XRT, a bike that’s 
built to go the distance in all sorts of conditions: heated 
grips, heated seats, traction control and three switchable 
driving modes are all standard so that the rider can too. 

It still has plenty of ground clearance, an essential for the 
adventure bike, so that it is capable of the occasional foray 
onto rough tracks or poor surfaces. 

That means it’s tall - the seat has two positions giving 
810 or 830mm - and once the rider is aboard the suspen¬ 
sion compresses so that even my relatively short legs can 
be firmly planted at a junction of traffic lights. There’s a low 
seat option, with a height of 790mm if you need it. 

But where this particular Tiger comes into its own is for 
the long distance rider, the serious all weather tourer. The 
necessary bars for mounting top box and panniers are 
ready fitted, but even so the XRT weighs in at under 200kgs 
and, in the world of touring motorcycles, that’s a big advan¬ 
tage. It makes this Tiger much lighter to handle - some of 
its dedicated touring rivals can be a bit of a physical chal¬ 
lenge before they’re up and running - and makes for sharp¬ 
er, more responsive handling. 

It’s well balanced, too, with the feeling of agility of a 
smaller bike like a 500. 

Power comes from Triumph’s trademark three cylinder 
engine, with a capacity of 800cc and 94bhp. But this too 


has had a revamp, with the ly-by-wire throttle seeming 
more responsive while providing particularly smooth pro¬ 
gress. And while it feels livelier, remarkably it’s considera¬ 
bly more economical, too: Triumph claim it’s up to 17 per 
cent more frugal and I wouldn’t argue with that, having av¬ 
eraged 53mpg on a 200-mile run through Wales, including 
lots of tight mountain roads in the lower gears. 

The 800 triple has a healthy 79mm of torque, too, so will 
run smoothly at a relatively low 3,000 to 4,000rpm, and 
pull away convincingly for an overtaking opportunity. If you 
want to downshift for an even quicker response the six- 
speed gearbox is super-slick and a pleasure to use. 

The three riding modes are road, off-road or rider’s 
choice - the calming of throttle response and the configur¬ 
ing of the switchable traction control for off-road mode can 
also be useful for setting up the bike for poor conditions on 
the asphalt too. 

Anti-lock brakes are also standard. A GPS mount is ready 
fitted ahead of the LCD, multifunction instrument panel. 

Feedback 

There is, of course, a large digital speedo which is easily 
visible in a wide variety of light conditions, plus a rev coun¬ 
ter and and a comprehensive trip computer which useful 
features such as miles to empty (as well as a standard fuel 
gauge). 

There’s a 19-inch wheel at the front which gives plenty 
of feedback even through the hard 50/50 standard tyres, 
while the 17-inch rear is shod with 150/70 rubber. The front 
has the stopping power of two 308mm discs with twin pis¬ 
ton calipers, while the rear has a 255mm, single piston ca¬ 
liper set up, and the system comes with switchable ABS. 

The brakes are effective with plenty of rider feedback, 
without being snatchy so stopping is as smooth as accel¬ 
eration. 

In designing the new Tiger, Triumph has paid attention to 
ergonomics too so the big, well-shaped seat remains com¬ 
fortable even after several hours of riding. With my 5ft 10ins 
frame the riding position was just slightly forward of upright, 
with high, wide bars for optimum control. 

The shaped, height adjustable screen is reasonably ef- 
ffective, while the standard handguards will help the heat¬ 


ed grips to keep your fingers warm in cold weather. Twin 
foglights, protected by drilled steel cowls, are also stand¬ 
ard and Triumph has fitted the XRT with an extra powerful 
alternator to ensure all the heating and electrical systems 
don’t flatten the battery. 

You also get cruise control, although that may be little 
more than a novelty for bike enthusiasts on British roads. 

The adventure, or sports tourer, class is still one of the 


biggest sectors of the new motorcycle market and the Tiger 
is already a big player. 

But the top of the range XRT and its stablemate the XCA 
with their extra equipment and economy - without loss of 
performance - will add to the range’s attractions to buyers. 

They are competitively priced against rivals, but also pro¬ 
vide a lighter, sportier ride than some of the heavyweights 
of the touring genre.

It might be part of the huge VWG group but 
there’s nothing Teutonic about the Seat sta¬ 
ble. 

Some thought the former Spanish brand might 
have lost a little of its sparkle when first bought by 
VWG but its cars still have more than a splash of Latin 
passion about them. 

Built on common platforms with Volkswagen, Audi and 
Skoda, the twists on exterior looks give no indication of Ger¬ 
man owners. Seats certainly can be distinguished in your 
rear view mirror rather than you wondering which member 
of the stable it is from. 

And now to the updated Ibiza, first introduced in 1984 at 
the Paris Motor Show when the Iberian firm named its mod¬ 
els after Spanish cities. This supermini was ideally suited 
to the name of a place associated with younger, hip and 
happening folk. Think of the tales of all those music venues 
which still attract club lovers. 

This latest version, as did the previous incarnations, at¬ 
tracts a lot of buyers in its pricing along with a good ride an 
handling. It is also relatively cheap to run is well built, has a 
raft of safety features (it has a five-star Euro NCAP crash-test 
safety rating) with stability control, autonomous emergency 
braking assistance, tyre-pressure monitoring, a variety of 
airbags and traction control all as standard and has a high 
level of equipment. 

There’s a range of engines and trim levels and I tried out 
the Ibiza SE 1.4 TDI Ecomotive 75 PS 5-speed manual. This 
is a great little package if only for the magic Ecomotive tag - 
official average fuel economy is put at 83.1 mpg and I man¬ 
aged just short of 80mpg. Less visits to the pumps with this 
car. It also scores 88 g/km in C02 emissions which means 
you don’t pay road tax. And the cost savings continue. 

The engine may be a tad noisy but you can forgive it for 
the economy and also how easily it copes with all sorts of 
driving - from winding round lanes to cruising on motor¬ 
ways. 

Ibiza has firm suspension, which I prefer, and the result 
is good body control which leans well through corners. 
Steering is quick and makes corners fun, especially along 
country lanes. 

Inside drivers can find an almost perfect position in the 
well-supported seats with height adjustment (standard 
across all models) plus reach and rake adjustment on the 
steering wheel. Finding what you need on the dash is in¬ 
stinctive thanks to its clear and uncluttered layout. 

I don’t find a problem with height space thanks to my 5 
feet four inches! But six footers in the driver’ and front pas¬ 
senger seat have no cause for complaint - although the rear 
seats are not so generous due to the curved roofline. How¬ 
ever legroom is fine along with elbow space. 

The boot is good for the size of the car and the 60/40 
split rear seats give you flexibility for creating more luggage 
space when you are two or three up and also for carrying 
large items 

Standard kit across the range is good including - alloy 
wheels, air-conditioning, CD player with iPod socket, electric 
front windows and front foglamps. SE grades also get a raft 
of extras including halogen front headlights, front fog lights 
with cornering function, LED daytime running lights, LED 
taillights, more storage pockets and updated infotainment 
system with a 5-inch colour touchscreen, steering wheel 
mounted audio and phone controls and six speakers. Plus 
Bluetooth audio streaming and handsfree system (which ac¬ 
tually comes in at the next trim level down). 

My test car also had a few extras which are well worth 
considering. A convenience pack including auto-headlights, 
coming and leaving home function for £230. For £145 the 
Full Link should be a must extra for providing compatability 
with Mirrorlink, Apple CarPlay and Android Auto. Upgraded 
navigation added £580 and a space saver spare wheel at 
£ 100 . 

Seat has worked on its image of being fun and sporty, 
leaving its brothers rather on the more serious side, and that 
effort has worked very well. Put up against its rivals, it cer¬ 
tainly impresses. It is fun to drive and made me feel decades 
younger than my birth certificate claims.

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S-Max is

Style, practicality and price - in whatever 
order - must surely be among the main cri¬ 
teria for the decision to make a major in¬ 
vestment in a new car. A decade ago Ford 
combined these essentials in an all-new ve¬ 
hicle, the S-Max, as a sleek, stylish and even 
sporty-looking alternative to more traditional, 
boxy seven-seat MPV rivals but with no less 
practicality. 

Now the second generation S-Max is hitting the 
streets: not, at first sight, a huge change with a few 
visible changes but substantial improvements in key 
areas such as refinement, comfort and technology. 

The test car was a Titanium trim version powered by what 
is likely to be the single most popular engine option, the 
2.0 litre, 148bhp, turbo diesel. This middle of the range car 
costs £28,095 - it starts at £24,545 with Ford’s 1.5 litre Eco- 
boost petrol engine while at the other end of the spectrum 
is a 178bhp model with ‘Powershift’ automatic transmission 
and all-wheel drive at a little over £33,000. 

If the original S-Max was distinguished from the MPV 
competition by its dynamic looks, the new version is more 
of the same, with a longer, lower bonnet, Ford’s new slimline 
headlight cluster and a more tapered rear end. It’s styling 
helps to belie its size, which really becomes apparent once 
you step inside. 

It is based on a modified Mondeo platform, which is a 
good place to start, and shares much of the drivetrain and 
technology from the much-admired mid-range saloon.But 
the difference is size and flexibility. The S-Max has the qual¬ 
ity feel and refinement of a premium saloon, but with two 
extra seats and the ability to transform itself into a cargo 
carrier to rival many a small van if required. 

It’s a family car ideal for transporting the kids (and a 
couple of their friends) on the school run or for weekend 
activities, but it also has the ideal credentials for a flexible 
business car carrying valued clients to lunch or a hefty con¬ 
signment of samples on a sales trip. 

Flexibility is another buzzword in MPV land and we’re 
used to the concept of flexible seating and the S-Max sys¬ 
tem is as good as it gets. 

Fold 

You can slide each of the three second row seats back¬ 
wards or forwards, or fold them flat, with one hand. The 
same is true of the rear pair of seats which form part of a flat 
load floor: just pull a single strap and each individual seat 
can be raised and locked into place, and then the safety 
head restraints raised. 

With seven people on board you have 285 litres of cargo 
space - about that of a mid-sized hatchback - but by jug¬ 
gling with the seats you can increase that to a whopping 
2,020 litres, putting many a dedicated estate car to shame. 

The interior has an upmarket feel: in the Titanium test car 
you get heated, sports-styled front seats with an exception 
view through the big windscreen, uninterupted by the slop¬ 
ing bonnet. 

You get climate control, a comprehensive LCD instrument 
panel which (between the tacho and speedometer) allow 
you to display a wide range of information. That’s in addition 
to the central touch screen control, for the satnav, audio, 
connectivity and adjustable vehicle settings. 

Traffic sign recognition (which displays, among other 
things, the current posted speed limit) plus cruise control 
and an adjustable speed limiter also help to keep you in 
control. Front and rear parking sensors, lane keeping assis¬ 
tance, multiple airbags and electronic stability systems, and 
front fog lamps are also on the standard list. 

The test car was fitted with the optional Titanium X pack, 
which sounds expensive at £2,225 but is pretty comprehen¬ 
sive and takes the car up a grade. It includes leather seats 
(power adjustable for driver and front passenger) and adap¬ 
tive LED headlights including ‘glare free’, a system which 
ensures you won’t dazzle oncoming drivers if you’re a bit 
slow on the dip switch. 

The upmarket feel of the cabin is matched by the ride 
experience. The 2.0 turbo diesel is particularly quiet, and 
the car’s suspension system handles its weight well, with an 
excellent compromise between a supple, cosseting ride and 
reasonable dynamism. 

The rear suspension is new, adapted from that of the lat¬ 
est Mondeo, which is tuned to improve the S-Max’s road 
manners but equally as important to providing a softer, qui¬ 
eter ride for those in the rear two rows of seats. 

It has inherited many of the best features of its smaller 
sibling, the Mondeo, when it comes to the driving experi¬ 
ence but with the advantage of seven seats or an enormous 
cargo capacity when required. In short, it’s a true multi-role 
car with the ambience of a premium saloon.

HAVING helped more than 300 burgeon¬ 
ing table tennis stars progress, Cheslyn 
Hay secretary John Quinn is delighted 
with the impact that the club is making 
in the local community. 

Now with almost 50 members, the Salem 
Church-based outfit are on an upward spiral, 
with interest peaking and committed volun¬ 
teers providing expert coaching. 

On top of that, they are doing their bit for 
those less fortunate than themselves. Quinn re¬ 
vealed that in 10 years they have raised £22,000 
for charities worldwide by hosting 12-hour ta¬ 
ble-tennis marathons, quizzes and horse racing 
nights. 

Quinn has played the game for more than a half-a- 
century and been involved with the Cheslyn Hay club 
since its inception in 1974, when they were playing at 
the old working men’s club. 

Challenge

With the help of qualified coach Andrew Beastall, 
Craig Cartwright and father-and-son duo Martin and 
Callum Squire, the club has managed to pick itself up 
after numbers started to dwindle two or three years 
ago.

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Hybrid veneers restoring smiles 


G ROWING up to the strains of 
Abba’s Dancing Queen and 
with a mother who loved the ballet, 
it was a pretty sure bet that Vicky 
Williams would one day embrace 
the performing arts. 

And the woman, now in her early 30 s, 
didn’t disappoint. From the age of two, 
her whole life has been focussed on 
dance and now mns the successful VJ’s 
Dance Centre, which meets every Sat¬ 
urday at Withymoor Primary School, 
Gayfield Avenue, Brierley Hill. 

As principal of the dance school that 
teaches ballet, tap, disco and street, she 
enthuses about the benefits it can bring 
to developing children, adding the se¬ 
cret of her success is “all in the smile.”

Appointment 

“I’d been to an NHS dentist and they 
had found cavities on teeth either side 
of my front, top teeth. 

“I’d had fillings, but you could see the 
blobs on the teeth and the repairs were 
a different colour. I had them redone 
- they were better - but I was still not 
completely happy and went to see Polly, 
[Polly Mineva, a Doctor of Dental Med¬ 


icine],” she recalls. Vicky’s treatment 
plan involved placing four composite 
veneers into her front, upper crown - 
two either side of her front teeth. 

Componeer veneers are made from 
robust, hybrid composite enamel, un¬ 
like traditional veneers which are por¬ 
celain. 

They can be matched to existing teeth, 
tailored and fitted during a single dental 
appointment. 

Vicky explains she had veneer treat¬ 
ment in the past when she broke her 
two front teeth in a playground fall as 
a child. 

“Getting the new ones fitted with 
Polly was easy. I didn’t have to wait for 
impressions to be taken and all the main 
work was done in a single appoint¬ 
ment,” she adds.

on crooked teeth 




F EW people have a DNA that gifts them an impeccable smile and 
perfectly aligned teeth. Dentistry to challenge the genetic code 
that has compromised our smiles has become more and more acces¬ 
sible - not least through the Invisalign orthodontic therapy. 

It means there is no need to live with crooked and irregular teeth, or tolerate 
a bite that doesn’t align properly.

Invisalign treatment is designed to slot seamlessly into daily routines with¬ 
out any fuss or embarrassment. There’s no need to worry about mouth irrita¬ 
tions as the transparent aligners are comfortable to wear and can easily be 
removed for eating, drinking, bmshing and flossing. 

They are difficult to detect when worn and they will carefully straighten 
teeth without patients feeling self-conscious. 

Should you have an important meeting or event coming up that’s causing 
concern, you can always remove the aligners for that short space of time, but 
they must be returned as soon as possible. 

The treatment model consists of computer generated aligners that are 
changed every two weeks or so for a new prescription. Each aligner is indi¬ 
vidually manufactured for the patient. Over a number of weeks as the aligners 
are changed teeth begin to move into their correct position.

A PICTURE snapped at a dance group’s 
farewell party to mark a friend’s depar¬ 
ture to Jamaica showed more than what viva¬ 
cious Norma Aston was expecting.
